24.—The A ssociated

NOT ON BUSINESS PRINCIPLES 


Is VV hat They Claim in Support 


of Their Objections to 


Vital Portions. 


The objections of the lumbermen 
of Minnesota aud other slates to the 
Morris bili for the disposal of timber 
on the Chippewa reservations in M in­ 
nesota have been set before parties 
in 
W ashington interested in 
this 
legislation, and by them in turn laid 
before 
members of congress 
who 
would have the bill amended to suit 
the demands of these lumbermen. 
According to those who are con­ 
versant w ith the situation, all the 
big lumbermen of 
Minnesota are 
more or less actively opposed to the 
proposed bill. 
Those operators have 
all the tim ber land they waut now, 
or w ill w ant for a number of years. 
They are accordingly using their best 
endeavors to have action on the bill 
delayed and, if possible, defeated. 
One objection after another is being 
offered in the hope that the bill w ill 
be amended to such an extent that 
the Minnesota delegation w ill not ac­ 
cept it. 
The cry of the opposition to the 
Morris bill is that it is not drawn so 
that the law can be administered on 
“ business principles.” 
They charge 
that the vital portion of the bill, pro­ 
viding for the manner of the sale, 
the cutting of the tim ber and the 
cleaning up of the rufuse after the 
timber is cut, is im practical. 
If fol­ 
lowed out, they say, it w ill result in 
the tim ber being sold at a price 
much less than would be received for 
the tim ber under the proper and 
business-like 
methods 
and 
rules 
governing these points. 
I t is contended that the terms of 
the bill are too indefinite. 
The ob­ 
jecting lumbermen say that no time 
is specified in which to remove the 
tim ber and the details relating to 
cleaning up the refuse are obscure. 
Another objection is that bidders 
cannot know whether they w ill re­ 
ceive aw ards for a large or a small 
tract, and that they cannot knew 
whether the timber they are allowed 
to purchase is on contiguous tracts 
or tracts widely scattered. 
This ob­ 
jection would be overcome, it is urged, 
if the tim ber were sold at public 
auction. 
The buyer at auction would 
know what he is getting. 
If, for in­ 
stance, at the beginning of a sale he 
had bought a tract in one location, 
he could afford to pay more for con­ 
tiguous tracts than he had paid for 
the original tract; 
but 
under the 
sealed 
bid 
method, 
not 
knowing 
whether the tract to be awarded him 
on his bids were to be contiguous or 
not, he would be obliged, in seif-pro- 
tection, to bid on the 
supposition 
that 
he would not get contiguous 
tracts in order to protect himself 
against that contingency. 
Another 
argument 
against the 
sealed bid 
proposition, offered by 
the lumbermen, says practically this: 
“ It is a mistake to suppose that seal­ 
ed bids w ill 
serve as a protection 
against collusion 
on 
the part of 
buyers. 
It has lieen am ply demon­ 
strated by unnumbered experiences 
in all lines of public business, from 
the furnishing of coal for a county 
heating plant up to building a state 
capitol, that sealed bids are not ouly 
not a protection aga.nst collusion, 
but are a most succes ful and con­ 
venient channel for its practice.1 
These are the objections offered to 
the Morris bill aud which the oppo­ 
nents of the measure hope to instill 
in the minds of members in th** hope 
that they w ill vote against it. 
As 
before stated. Ju d g e M orris thinks 
he can meet these objections and he 
is certain that the bill will pass, if 
Speaker Henderson w ill only give a 
day for its consideration.

What caused ths explosion has not 
yet been definitely ascertained.

ported In Fernie that ths explosion 
occurred by the uJh by a careless 
Italian of an open or naked lamp. An­ 
other theory la that a miner struck a 
match, exploding the gsa, which was 
almost always present in No. 2 shaft.
